it requires the patience of the painstaking needlewoman; not 
anything of aphenomenal nature, but enough care so that the work 
will not look slipshod: The design illustrated is on the palm 
leaf order and is most appropriate for various forms of decora- 
tion; nevertheless squares, diamonds and other simple forms 
may be employed in the same manner if the acc ompanying figure 
is considered too difficult. The method, however, is exactly 
the same. . 
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Begin by cutting the selected form in heavy paper. As this 
is to be used as a model for all the forms, great care must be 
exercised in cutting so that all the curves are.in perfect accord. 
Having selected the silk, cut out the forms using the paper 
model, allowing a seam all around. Now press or: baste the 
edge over, having the silk model the exact size of the paper one. 
Apply these to their proper positions on the waist or skirt and 
baste firmly. A fine chenille or soutache braid is employed to 
outline the silk figure following the curves exactly. The chenille 
may be sewed on with a hemming stitch, that is, catching the 
thread through the edge of the silk but’over the chenille. The 
braid must be sewed through the center. 

Should a larger design be required this can be accomplished 
by marking reverse forms from the same pattern and arranging 
similar to that shown at illustration 6, which 
PATTERN No. 8534.

Any woman with a little extra care can efface 
the tell-tale furrows from her face. She must be 
patient and persistent, for spasmodic efforts at im- 
proving the appearance are always futile. The first 
step is to wash the face thoroughly with hot water 
and apure soap, After that comes a twenty-five 
minute massage treatment with a simple cream. 

To dispel wrinkles that have come through ill-

Many women who pay particular attention to 
the care of the skin and complexion, and who make 
a point of keeping hands and nails in good condition, 
are curiously negleciful with regard to the hair, The 
dainty woman, however, recognizes that if her hair 
is to maintain its reputation as ‘‘a crown of glory ”’ 
it must possess all the attributes necessary to such a 
description, Therefore, by systematic cleansing and 
brushing she keeps it burnished and bright, silken 
and glossy, and scrupulously free from all suggestion 
of dust, dandruff, or ‘‘ frowsiness.’’ In order to 
maintain the hair in a healthy condition it should be 
washed once a month, and thoroughly brushed night and morn- 
ing with perfectly clean hair-brushes, Hair tonics would be 
seldom needed if these rules were more frequently carried out.

contrast is chosen. The ends of this 
hair are arranged in either two or three 
curls and fall over the curls in the back. 

For a child whose hair is rather 
stiff and has absolutely no tendency to 
curl a very pretty mode is to keep it 
cut square around the neck, to part it 
on one side and tie it back with an up- 
standing bow in the manner shown in 
our second picture. This method of 
tying the hair on one side was first in- 
troduced from Paris. In France even 
tiny little babies, provided they possess 
hair enough to tie, have it caught back 
with a little bow on one side, blue for 
girls and pink for boys. Just opposite 
this is an illustration which shows the 
most fashionable mode of hair-dressing 
that can be adopted by girls of from 
fourteen to eighteen years. The hair 
is first parted straight across the crown 
of the head level with the ears. Then 
the front part of the hair is pushed for- 
ward in pompadour effect and tied, pre- 
ferably with an elastic. The ends of 
this hair are then braided in with the 
rest in a long plait which is then 
turned up and the end pinned up on 
the crown of the head under the big 
bow. Another and slightly smaller 
bow is tied onto the braid at the neck. 
It takes fully a yard of ribbon for a 
single one of these bows. 

Younger girls should wear their 
hair in a braid hanging down the back 
with the front hair arranged pompadour 
and tied with a bow as described, and 
another bow of ribbon on end of braid.

I hope I 
need hardly add that curling children’s 
hair with hot irons is almost criminal. 
No child can ever hope for beautiful 
tresses whose hair has been damaged 
in this ruinous fashion by thoughtless 
mothers. 

The care of the hair in youth is so 
important and essential a matter in re- 
lation to its welfare in after life, that 
the subject deserves a word or two to 
itself. The hair depends, perhaps 
more than any other part of the anat- 
omy, upon physical health, Its tex- 
ture, tone, and growth are determined 
largely by hereditary influences, a 
sickly, unhealthy child generally pos- 
sessing weak, thin, and brittle hair, 
while in a child of more robust organi- 
zation the hair has a tendency to thick 
and luxurious growth. Of course, 
there are exceptions to this rule. I 
have known many delicate children 
with strong and thick hair, but with al- 
most all weakly children the greatest 
care is needed to encourage the growth 
by artificial means. The great mistake 
made by most parents with regard to 
children whose hair is weak and of 
feeble growth is to have it frequently 
cut. Hair which is ina delicate, un- 
healthy state should not be cut, as it 
lacks sufficient recuperative power to 
recover itself. The hair of children 
which is ina healthy state should be 
cut periodically; two or three times a 
year is often enough.

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PURITANS GOING TO CHURCH ON THANKSGIVING DAY 


Concerning Thanksgiving 


[N 1621, a year after the landing of the Pilgrims, the leading 

elders of Plymouth colony set apart a day of prayer and 
thanksgiving for all the mercies God had showered upon them. 
Their little harvest had been successfully gotten in, the houses 
tightened up for the long hard winter which they knew would 
soon be upon them and things began gradually to take on a more 
flourishing aspect. Four of the best huntsmen of the colonists 
were singled out by the governor, who sent them ‘ fowling, that 
there might be wherewithal for a feast of rejoicing ;’’ the birds 
they brought back with them were water fow] and wild turkeys, and 
so from the first the turkey identified itself with Thanksgiving day. 

This first celebration was probably in October, as it was out 
of doors and lasted nearly a week. Other days of thanksgiving 
followed in reasonable regularity for forty-seven years, but at

indeed is the household that does not on that day sit down 
before the succulent bird, well browned in the 
oven, lying helpless on his back and flanked 
on either hand by dishes of onions and cran- 
berry sauce, But there are turkeys and tur- 
keys. Some are tough and stringy and muscu- 
lar enough for football champions while other 
delectable birds are tender and delicious, a 
worthy ‘* food for the gods.’’ To achieve this 
last desired result two things are necessary, first 
to pick out your turkey with care and second 
to cook it as it should be done. Before going 
to market know what sort of bird you want to 
purchase. A young turkey will hav’ smooth 
black legs and a white skin. Having made 
sure your turkey is young next see that it is fat. 
A good way to pick out a young turkey is to ex- 
amine the spurs, or rather the place where the 
spurs grow, for a year old turkey has no spurs 
but only a flat knob at that place. A turkey 
that has a spur between a quarter and half an 
inch long is a last year’s turkey and one with 
a fully developed spur is over two years old.

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To prepare the bird for cooking, draw it, reserving the liver, 
gizzard and heart to be chopped in the gravy. Then singe it 
thoroughly and pull out every single pin 
feather. Hold the turkey under the cold 
water faucet for a moment and then wipe it 
thoroughly inside and out with a clean cloth 
Cut off the top of the neck, leaving an extra 
three-quarters of an inch at the top so that jit 
can be tied securely over the end of the neck 
bone. Then stuff the turkey and sew it up 
with white cotton and bend the wings by for« 
ing each pinion towards the neck and under 
the back. To obtain a tender, juicy bird of 
good flavor the weight should be at least 
twelve pounds.

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To Iron Frilling and Shirring | 
VW! have been asked by some of our read 
ers how to iron the frills illustrated in | 
the magazine. \ll clothing must be ironed 
whilst slig htly damp, otherwise the iron will 
produce no gloss on the material. At the same 
time, it must not be too wet, or the irons will 
cool too quickly, and the work will be doubled. 
Commence by ironing all embroidery ot 
frills; embroidery should be ironed on_ the 
wrong side, over a double piece of white felt, 
in addition to the ironing blanket. The pres 
sure of the iron on the wrong side wili cause 


the pattern to sink into this, and the em! roid 


ery will thus have a nice raised appearance on 
the right side. ldo not use the iron too hot, 
as it is not work that can be hurried over, and 
besides, any rough surface is very easily 
scorched, Pull and press out any points, and 
iron the trimming til it is quite dry. Plain 
frills, or frills with just a narrow edging of 
lace, should be ironed on the right side to 
give the material a gloss, taking care to iron 
well into the gathers without making pleats 
and creases, 

Next iron all bands, hems, and double parts 
on the wrong side ; then procee d to the rest of 
the garment 

\lways keep the neck or top of the garment 
at the left-hand side, so that, if there are any 
gathers, the iron may run the more easily inte 
them. Always commence with the part which 
is nearest to you on the table, drawing the 
work towards you as it is finished. If any 
part should become too dry before it is ironed, 


damp it over with a soft ri ig d pped In water, 


Untwist and iron all tapes, and iron round 
the buttons, not over them, or the iron will 
| leave a brown mark. 

In new underclothing the seams and any 
tucks are often inclined to drag the material | 
and wrinkle, so it is better to stretch these | 
first before applying the iron. New cotton 
is always more difficult to iron and gloss than 


that which has been washed and ironed several 


times, When every part of the garment has 


been ironed, any crimping or goftering should
